and Upton Sinclair.) If this trend

How successful will ‘this tactic 
be? Can Roosevelt win the broad 
mass base he requires? Can he 
win even a_ sufficiently strategic

ure up to the possibilities of 
growing anti-capitalist sentiment 


before it is canalized into the unit 
ed front of social-fascists with 
capitalist-reformism? Are we com 
scious of all aspects of our prob- 
lem, and have we evolved the cor- 
rect methods of work? What mis- 
takes have we made in the im- 
mediate past and how can we 
correct them? 

Roosevelt’s success will be meas- 
ured by our failure to arouse strar 
tegic masses of workers and the 
middle strata to convinced anti: 
fascist. action. This means that in 
addition te working persistently 
and with adequate propaganda 
minaterial among such masses as 
we have managed to contact we 
inust continuously utilize our mass 
organizations and united front con 
ferences to extend our field) of 
activitv. The degree to which we 
are able to lead in 
tion through strike and unemploy- 


masses n1o- 


ed strugeles, through the Leacue 
Against War and Fascism, the 
Civil Rights Conference, and 


other united front efforts, will de- 
termine the erowth of — politica! 
consciousness to the point where 
the Labor Party baséd on the 
trade unions wil! appear convinc- 
ingly as the only way of adequate 
ly fighting the anti-capitalist, antr 
fascist fight.

We must patiently explain, pa- 
tiently distribute literature We 
must. remember the difference in 


political beliefs of the workers— 
not all are even now disillusioned 


with NRA, nor Coughlin, nor 
Huey ‘Long, nor Roosevelt least 
of all. We must direct our agi- 
tation and propaganda with this 


in mind, and learn to adapt our- 
selves to these differences through 
relating each one carefully to our 
program:as a whole. We must 
recognize’ that failure to continu- 
ally advance the political level of 
the masses toward revolutionary 
conclusions means to open the 
way for their newly aroused anti- 
capitalist, anti-fascist conscious- 
ness to be played upon by skillful 
demagogues and led into disguis- 
ed fascist paths. 


# Vital Questions. 


To conclude: Is it correct to say 
that the NRA has abandoned in 
order to advance a further step 
in a new manner along the road 
to fascism? Are the: 1936 election 
developments suggested in this 
discussion article likely to occur, 
and are the present methods of 
work correct to prevent an ovcr- 
whelming trend to fascisin? Is 
Sinclair likely to turn his entire 
apparatus over {eesupport Roose- 
velt, or ene organiza- 
tional independence with a 
to bargainine? best can we 
expose the weaknesses ae A 
at this stage of development?
